THE CANARIES ARE COMING! 


Norwich City, the Canaries of the English 
first division will play Newcastle KB United at 
the International Sports Centre on Thursday 
with the match kicking off at 2.30. 

Norwich Union Insurance, on hearing of 
the visit to Australia by Norwich City Football 
Club, approached the Australian Soccer Feder- 
ation with what has proved to be one of the 
richest financial incentives ever offered to the 
State Federations. 

Norwich Union undertook to pay to any 
State defeating this English Ist Division team 
$4,000. If all of the representative teams (W.A., 
8.A., Victoria, N.S.W., Queensland and New- 
castle KB United) defeated Norwich City they 
would each receive an additional $1,000. Total 
prize money therefore being $30,000. 

In the interests of the strongest com- 
petition possible, Norwich Union have also 
offered Norwich City $1,000 for each State 
or representative team they defeat. If Norwich 
City proves too strong and defeats all comers, 
an additional $4,000 incentive will go their 
way. : 
Further to this incentive, Norwich Union 


have offered $100 to the player of the match 

in each State. This award will be adjudicated 

by selected media from that State and an- 
nounced at the completion of the match. 

Norwich City arrive in Australia after a 
successful 1978/79 season in 1st Division (Eng- 
lish), and although ‘winding down’ will still 
be a serious and difficult opponent. On the 
other hand the State teams are just commencing 
their season and players are fresh and eager to 
have the goals on the board.

IS THIS HOW THE GUNNERS DID IT? 


If you think there was something approach- 
ing the miraculous about last week’s FA Cup 
final it could have been that Arsenal had the 
closest thing to divine intervention working on 
their behalf. 

“ABSENT in body but present in spirit,” 
from ] Corinthians, could easily have been the 
text for the Rev. Noel Francis Bone, of the 
pastoral parishes of Benington and Aston, in 
Hertfordshire, when it came to last week’s FA 
Cup Final. 

He had his ticket, you see. In fact more 
than one, But there was a little matter of a 
young couple who had proposed to get married 
on May 12, at the witching hour of 3 p.m, and 
it was the Rev Bone whose job, nay. vocation, 
it was to pronounce them man and wife, — 

“IT had to gently point out to them,” 
admitted Mr Bone, sipping his teain the Rectory, 
“that choosing just that time, on that day, 
could mean they might end up without a 
bridesmaid, a choirboy or even a congregation 
of well-wishers, let alone a parson. Fortun- 
ately they’ve changed the date.” 

Fortunate indeed for those who would 
seek divine influence even on such a secular 
matter as a football match, since Noel Bone is 
also a director of Arsenal Football Club—the 
only man of the cloth in such a position apart 
from Canon Smith of Bury who, with a title 
like that,,remarks Bone, should really be with 
the Gunners, 

He became a director at Highbury on 
October 13, 1962 after an invitation to succeed 
his father, Commander Alfred Bone, the chief 
metropolitan manager of Barclays Bank who 
was fondly known to the Arsenal elite as ‘Fhe 
Admiral.” 

Nocl Bone, who went to Mill Hill School 
and then Oakhill Theological College, inter- 
rupted by war time service in the Parachute 
Regiment (29 jumps without undue celestial 
help), was a boxer, hockey and rugby player 
in his youth. So how did he learn about the 
technicalities of association football? 

“Ah well, I used to play it at my prep 
school, you see. Though you're right to suggest 
that all this business about catennacio, the new 
foreign versions of our game, can be a little 
difficult to appreciate at first. 

“T often wonder how the great players of 
the past could have coped with today’s pres- 
sure and tremendous competitive programmes. 
Take that chap who played for Blackpool, and 
was knighted. That’s it--Matthews, Now would 
he have gone on for so long today?” 

On to the subject of the bad language and 
hooliganism of some modern football crowds. 

“Well I do find the language rather sad at 
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times. They’re only trying to show off in a 
public place, you know, and impress their 
friends, But [ do feel that Highbury, and don’t 
forget I do go to other clubs, has pretty good 
control all round. 

“T wouldn’t have agreed to becoming a 
director of Arsenal if my father had still been 
alive because he might have thought it could 
interfere with my work. But now I think it’s 
a good thing for a parson to keep his feet on 
the ground, to get out in the world a bit. And 
so I’ve travelled quite a lot abroad with the 
club whenever [ can. 

“Frank McLintock gave me as much per- 
sonal pleasure as any Arsenal player I’ve watch- 
ed. An outstanding captain too. Pat Jennings 
is remarkable, too, so good and yet so quiet and 
modest. | only wish we’d got him earlier.” 

Noel Bone does not have very many 
youngsters in his parish so the demand for his 
personal allocation of Wembley tickets is not 
too heavy. “But a small boy did ask me for four 
the other day and I’ve just had a letter from a 
prisoner coming out of Crumin gaol asking for 
one. I say, that might have made the match go 
like a-bomb.” 

He laughed infectiously. And then again at 
the memory of taking a service at St Nicholas’s, 
Stevenage, when he made an off-hand com- 
ment about ‘‘a certain” football team. “The con- 
gregation laughed and some of the choir boys 
gave a cheerful boo. I think the youngsters are 
disappointed if I don’t make some passing 
reference to Arsenal.” 

... The big, fresh-faced man, gathering 
daffodils from his garden, suddenly recalled the 
one other visit of the media to his country 
retreat. 

“Someone on television said something 
about what sign rather than the rude two- 
fingered one, a parson should give if he was 
knocked off his bike. So I rang up and sug- 
gested the three-fingered sign of the blessing 
of the Trinity. Do you know, they came all 
the way down from London to film me falling 
off my bike outside this house?” 

Now what about a text, I pressed him, for 
Wembley? ‘‘Well,.you can’t do much better 
than the Bishop of Norwich quoting II Kings: 
‘Shoot, he said unto him, and he shot.’ I think 
that sums it up rather well. 

“Last year, you know, we were lucky to 
be able to put a side on the field at all with all 
the injuries. No, I'll tell you what I feel, it’s 
what [said to a lady who telephoned me today. 

“T always believe that victory should go 
to the better side—so that the Cup goes back 
to Highbury. ‘That’s rather good,’ the lady 
said, ‘I must remember that’.”

Since taking over 
from Bill Shankly a few years ago he has main- 
tained the tradition that has pushed Liverpool 
to the top of the tree in Europe and possibly 
the world. Their 3-0 win over Aston Villa 
before 50,000 fans at Anfield on May 9 was 
enough to win back the championship. title for 
the Reds with two matches in hand. Their 
performances this season, when pitches had 
been the worst in many years speaks volumes 
for the consistency and dedication of the 
playing staff.

Australian soccer will reap a 1.3 million 
dollar bonanza under a three year program to 
be jointly backed by the Australian Soccer 
Federation and the Coca Cola company. 

One of the biggest sponsorships ever 
granted to an Australian sport, it is entirely 
youth-orientated and will be known as the 
Australian Soccer Federation/Coca Cola Bot- 
tlers Youth Development Program. 

Over 500,000 dollars has been directly 
earmarked for youth soccer development. 

A further 600,000 dollars will be utilised 
for transportation and other expenses for 16 
youth international teams and the F.I.F.A. 
official party for the World Youth tournament 
final series to be played here in 1981. 

The remaining 200,000 dollars pro- 
vides for local publicity and support services for 
the series, 

The World Youth tournament, held 
for the first time in Tunisia in 1977 and then in 
Japan this year, has mushroomed to become 
one of the World’s most widespread sporting 
contests. 

Welcoming the entry of Coca-Cola Bottlers 
and Coca-Cola Export Corporation on a grand 
scale, Australian Soccer Federation president 
Sir Arthur George said that it would speed up 
the recruitment of more Australian-born talent 
into Philip’s League clubs and the national 
team. 

“We will place every emphasis on bringing 
our own kids through to senior ranks,” said Sir 
Arthur. 

“We will have Brian Emery perman- 
ently in the Federation secretariat to specialise 
in this field as youth development officer.” 

Coca-Cola’s direct aid totalling 559,000 
dollars is split between cash grants and reim- 
bursement of program expenses.

GREENWOOD CALLS SAMSON FOR ENGLAND 


Kenny Sansom, the 20-year-old Cry- 
stal Palace left-back, who toured Aus- 
tralia with the England Scoolboys five 
years ago, has been promoted to the full 
England squad for the home international 
series this month. 

Sansom, the pick of the large harvest 
of graduates from the Selhurst Park 
youth scheme, is the only newcomer in 
a familiar looking party, 24-strong, 
named by Ron Greenwood for the Home 
Championship and the summer tour. 

A former schoolboy international 
and England Youth captain, Sansom 
made his Under-21 debut against Den- 
mark only six months ago. His rise has 
been meteoric—but he has worked for 
it. In the last three seasons he has missed 
only one first team game with Palace. 

Debut 

“He’s an immensely mature player 
for his age,” said Palace manager Terry 
Venables today. “And -his temperament is 
excellent, He believes he’s the best, but 
not in a cocky way. 

“He’s just supremely confident. If he 
gets a game in the Home Championship I 
can guarantee he won’t be overawed by 
nerves or the ocession.” 

Camberwell-born Sansom, who lives 
in the family home at the Elephant & 
Castle, was 15 when he went to Selhurst 
Park and he made his League debut, 
under Malcolm Allison, at Tranmere four 
years ago. In September, he was the Even- 
ing Standard Footballer of the month. 

After the Home Championship, San- 
som will revert to his Under-21 status 
for the six-game tour to Bulgaria, Sweden 
and Austria. 

The four Nottingham Forest players 
—Viv Anderson, Peter Shilton, Tony 
Woodcock and Trevor Francis—will join 
the party for the tour but will miss the 
domestic Internationals because of the 
European Cup Final in Munich on May 30. 


Kevin Keegan will miss the opening 
Home Championship match against North- 
ern Ireland because Hamburg have a 
game that day and, with Woodcock and 
Francis also absent it is surprising that 
Greenwood has not called up another 
striker. 

Everton’s Bob Latchford, scorer of 
two goals against Northern Ireland in 
February, is the only other recognised 
central striker in the party and there 
have been mutterings recently about his 
current form. 

In fact, a handful of players—Peter 
Barnes, Emlyn Hughes, Dave Watson and 
Laurie Cunningham, uncapped yet,named 
in the last squad—have been labouring 
at club level recently and their selection 
underlines Greenwood’s loyalty to those 
who have served in the past. 

The England manager faces the 
additional headache of worrying injuries 
to Trevor Brooking and Brian Greenhoff. 

Despite Chelsea’s decline, Ray Wilkins 
retains his place in the squad and Trevor 
Francis and Terry McDermott are recalled 
after missing the Northern Ireland match. 

Greenwood said today: “I’ve brought 
Ken Sansom into the Home Champion- 
ship party because, with Anderson absent, 
we will be short of a full-back. Besides 
that, I felt it was a nice opportunity to 
introduce the young lad to the senior 
squad.” 

On the question of so many players 
being currently out of form, he said: 
“That doesn’t concern me too much. 
They haven’t been out of form in the past 
when they’ve turned up to play for Eng- 
land.” 

Kenny Sansom, jubilant today fol- 
lowing his call-up to the full England 
party, is almost certain.to withdraw from 
the Under-21 squad for the summer 
tour — because he is getting married. 

The Crystal Palace left back marries 
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local South London girl Elaine Gristwood 
on June 2—-two days before England 
travels to Bulgaria, Sweden and Austria 
for six games, two at Under-21 level, 

Sansom who has bought a house in 
Epsom said today: “I have asked Terry 
Venables, the Crystal Palace manager, to 
explain the situation to Ron Greenwood. 
Naturally, Iam delighted to be in the 
full England squad. I didn’t have a clue. 
I didn’t think I’d make it for a little 
while yet. 

“Td love to get a game. Will I be 
nervous? Well, a little beforehand, but I 
know I'd be OK once I started playing. 
Winning an England cap has always been 
one of my ambitions. The other, of 
course, is to play for Crystal Palace in 
Division One. 

“T hope to achieve both of those. 
Getting married, too, is going to make 
it a memorable summer for me.” 

Sansom’s call-up means that he must 


withdraw from Palace’s end-of-season 
tour to the United States.

WHATEVER HAPPEND TO ANDY? 


Norwich manager John Bond once pre- 
dicted that a young lion called Andy Gray 
would eventually prove too brave for his own 
good. 

Four years on, the Norwich crystal ball 
would appear to have got it right. At first 
glance, anyway. 

Over the last couple of seasons, the 
Aston Villa striker’s career has been cruelly 
chequered by an assortment of injuries. Even 
23-year-old Gray admits: “These last few 
months have been the worst in my life. I don’t 
want to experience anything like them again.” 

Bond puts it this way: “This season 
bears out everything I said. He’s had more 
injuries than any other striker I know. When he 
first came down from Scotland, he was the best 
thing I’'d seen . . . devastating in the air, he 
really attacked the ball like the olden-day 
greats. 

Frightening 

“He was a great investment then, as 
good and as brave as I’d seen. But not now, he 
doesn’t play enough. 

“He puts himself into such frighten- 
ing situations, One of these days he’s going to 
say to himself: Hell, what am I doing here? 
Sooner or later, I’m going to get myself hurt.” 

The Bond message . . . “wise up, Andy, 
before it’s too late” . . . is intended as good 
counsel. 
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Yet it’s provocative enough for the young 
Scot to reply: “He’s talking complete nonsense. 
Yes, I’ve been terribly unfortunate with in- 
juries, but there are others who are in much 
more serious positions than I. 

“TH bet Pm still scoring First Division 
goals 10 years from now.” 

Gray, who apart from being capped 
by his country won the PFA Footballer and 
Young Footballer of the Year awards two years 
ago, is currently fighting a troublesome knee 
injury. He has played just 19 games for eight 
goals this season, compared to 18 last, 29 in 
1976-77 and 12 in 1975-76, the season of his 
£100,000 transfer. 

Gray adds: “To suggest [ change my 
style now is ludicrous. I won my footballing 
awards, got my goals and my international 
appearances by being brave. There’s no way I 
can change. 


Problem 

“Tf I can score a goal by putting my 
head or my foot where others. are scared 
to tread, then Ill do so. You won’t find me 
backing down. 

“My problem has always been that I’ve 
never given myself a real chance to get fit. This 
time I’m going to be 110 per cent fit before I 
even contemplate kicking a ball.”
